It was very unfortunate and cer- 


tainly undiplomatic for Asa Buahnell 
to order a reduction of wages in bis 
shops just on the eve of the formal 
opening of the campaign at Spring- 
field, Yet such is the case, as has 
been stated ID these columns, and 
confirmed in the following telegram 
from Springfield, which says: 


SFUINGFIELD, OHIO, September 9. 


—There is no longer any doubt that 
a cut was made in the wages of some 
of the employes at the Warden, Bush- 
nell & Glessner shop, this city, of 
which General Bushnell, Republican 
nominee for Governor, is at the head. 
Positive proof was furnished this 
morning, when the coretuakers in the 
gray iron department laid down their 
tools and demanded that they be 
paid last season's wages or they would 
quit. This action was not done on 
the spur of the moment, but it was 
the decision reached at a meetiu^ of 
the union held Sunday night that 
the men should be ordered out unless 
they were given their former wages. 


The coremakers went to work this 


morning and worked two hours, when 
they notified the foreman that they 
were dissatisfied with their wages. 
He answered them, so it is reported, 
that it was the best he could do, and 
they then informed him that unless 
they received their last season's pay 
obey would quit. This was their ul- 
timatum, and the foreman sent for 
Manager Charles Ran«r 
Th« core- 


makers laid their case before him, 
and after being out three hours he 
notified them to return to work and 
be would see that their pay was sa- 
tisfactory. 


The coremakers accepted his prop- 


osition and returned to their posts 
This was only the beginning of the 
trouble. 
At 11 o'clock the coremak- 


ers in the malleable iron department 
delivered the same message to their 
foreman. 
They did not f are so w :11 


at the hands of Manager Bauer, as 
four of them were discharged and the 
rest returned to their work. 


In conversation with the gate- 


keeper at the works he stated that, 
Manager Bauer had given him posi- 
tive orders not to allow the four men 
discharged ever to enter the gate 
again.
